State Dept. To Send Woman Ph.D. To Europe 

Dr. Inabel B. Lindsay, dean of the Howard Uni- 
versity School of Social Work, was named by the 
State Dept. to make a two-month study of social wel- 
fare programs in Norway and Sweden. It marks the 
first time a Negro educator has been called by the 
government for such an assignment in a European 
country. 

During the tour, Dr. Lindsay will study the old-age 
security program in the Swedish cities of Stockholm, 
Gothenburg and Malmo, and will investigate the pro- 
gram of special allowances for children born out of 
wedlock in Norway. The results of ' 
both studies will be reported to State 
Dept. and Health, Education and Wel- 
fare Dept. officials upon her return. 

Holder of a Ph.D. in social work 
from the University of Pittsburgh, 
Dr. Lindsay is scheduled to leave for 
Europe March 21.

Prime Minister Kwame Nkrumah of Ghana was sched- 
uled to pay an official visit to the United States in July, 
according to the White House. He is expected to be hon- 
ored by his alma mater, Lincoln (Pa.) University, during 
his stay. Although there was no confirmation, Nkrumah 
was expected to bring his wife, Fatia, on his first visit to 
the U. S. since becoming leader of the year-old Republic 
of Ghana. 


Order Klan Parades Banned After Fla. Incident 

Florida Gov. Leroy Collins ordered sheriffs to ban pub- 
lic parades and demonstrations by the Ku Klux Klan and 
denounced a country sheriff who led a Klan motorcade 
through the Negro area in Bradenton. Collins added, 
however, that his order would also apply to demonstra- 
tions by the NAACP. Meanwhile, Bradenton mayor, A. 
Sterling Hall, declared had he known of the plan “there 
would have been no parade or the city would have had a 
dead mayor.” Negro leader, Dr. John Chenault, com- 
mended local police for attempting to stop the motorcade, 
which was escorted by 
three sheriffs’ cars as 
it headed into the Ne- 
gro section.

Dixie Vote Drive Lagged In February 

Lethargy among Negroes was blamed for the lack of 
success in February of a southern vote registration drive 
aimed at adding a million Negroes to registration rolls by 
1960. According to an Associated Press survey, the 11- 
state campaign, begun last month by the Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership, headed by the Rev. M. L. King Jr., 
showed dropoffs in some places, and no increases in 
others. Registration in those states totaled roughly 1,200,- 
000 in 1956. 
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‘SNEAK’ BIAS BILL PASSES SENATE; 

A bill which could bar soldiers with white wives from 
residence on Dixie bases and permit Jim Crow buses to 
operate on military posts “sneak-passed” the Senate two 
weeks ago, JET learned in Washington. 

The bill—one to adjust legislative jurisdiction over cer- 
tain lands—was authored by Sen. John L. McClellan (D. 
Ark.), backed by some 12 lawmakers, including Sen. J. 
Strom Thurmond (D., S.C.), and steered through the Sen- 
ate by Minnesota Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey. It was 
unanimously passed on a voice vote and now awaits ac- 
tion in the House Public Works Committee. 

When NAACP officials later examined the bill, they were 
outraged. In essence, the bill gives state authorities juris-

Self-styled North Carolina Klan wizard, James W. Cole, 
drew an 18-24 month term after being convicted of incit- 
ing the January 18 riot by the Lumbee Indians. An ac- 
complice, James G. Martin, drew a 6-12 month term on 
the same charges. An all-white, all-male jury in Lumber- 
ton deliberated only 43 minutes before finding them guilty. 
Both appealed and were freed on bond. Law officers had 
testified they went to South Carolina two days before the 
scheduled rally and urged Cole to call it off, fearing there 
would be trouble. 


Texas Woman Claims $5,000 Found In Okla. 

A Fort Worth, Texas, woman, who said she saw her 
grandfather bury a box of money in Colbert, Okla., some 
years ago, announced her claim to the $5,000 hidden treas- 
ure in rotting bills dug up in a corn patch by 79-year- 
old Nancy Giles. The Fort Worth woman, Louise Harrison, 
also a Negro, said her grandfather was married to Nancy 
Giles (as her fourth husband) at the time he buried the 
money, but did not tell her (Nancy) about it. Instead, 
she said, Joe Lyda said he had hidden the money for Mary 
Moore and her daughter, Louise.

diction over Federal land within the states. NAACP 
spokesmen conclude that with such sweeping rights, 
southern states could use the bill to re-impose segregated 
facilities on military or U. S. properties, bar mixed couples 
from residence, order Jim Crow buses to service such 
areas, and even arrest military personnel on government 
areas. Such a policy could wreck the government’s non- 
discrimination program recently enacted for all U. S.- 
owned or leased land in the South, including parks. 

The bill, it was brought out, could quietly have passed 
the House. An attempt is now being made to garner vot- 
ing strength to amend the Senate-passed bill to limit any 
change in present policies.

A 36-year-old man, Christopher Kessler, who pushed a 
white man, Bernard Novack, 50, under the wheels of a 
moving tractor-trailer last February because Novack made 
derogatory racial remarks, was acquitted of a murder 
charge in Hackensack, N. J. Kessler said while he waited 
for a bus outside a tavern, where the two had been drink- 
ing, Novack began calling him names. Kessler admitted 
he shoved Novack but said he did not mean to push him 
under the truck wheels. 


OK $150,000 Estate White Man Left Ex-Bootblack 

A will in which late white immigrant 
Joseph Stary left his $150,000 estate to 
ex-bootblack Lawrence J. Young, 56, was 
ruled valid in Chicago Circuit Court. The 
will had been appealed on the ground 
that it ignored the widow, Josephine, 59, 
a mental patient, and a son, John C., 32, 
of Los Angeles. Atty. David J. A. Hayes, 
conservator for the estate of Stary’s 
widow, said he will file a suit contesting 
the will.

A Brooklyn physician, Dr. Clarence Robinson, who 
bought a home in the all-white Sheepshead Bay section, 
thwarted an attempt to burn down his home when he and 
a white tenant put out a fire started in his back yard. The 
frame house was only slightly damaged after the physi- 
cian and Henry Klein smelled gasoline, rushed out just in 
time to see a man toss a piece of burning paper and run.

Negroes Seek Halt To Gadsden, Ala., Redevelopment 

A group of Gadsden, Ala., Negroes, who protested that 
a residential redevelopment plan sought to eliminate a 
mixed neighborhood, asked for a Federal court injunction 
to block the city program. Their suit claimed that the 
city planned to buy 331 Negro homes in a racially-mixed 
area, leaving 323 white homes, then relocate Negroes in 
public housing or a sparsely settled area. The city, the 
suit charged, would then sell their lots to whites. 


U. S. Court Reverses La. Vote Purge Decision 

A Louisiana lawyer, who had asked $25,000 damages for 
a client who was purged from voter rolls in Ouchiata 
Parish in 1956, had his case reinstated in the courts when 
the U. S. Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals reversed a lower 
court decision which had thrown his case out. Atty. James 
Sharp Jr. declared that because he was a Negro he was 
interfered with in efforts to get his client re-registered.

TEXAS NEGROES SHARE IN NATION’S RICHEST OIL FIELD 
LAND.ONCE WORTH $1.50 AN ACRI

On a rundown farm nearly lost in the woods around 
Lodi, Texas, a sweaty, oil-drilling crew slowly bored a 
long, thin hole in the ground one day last week. They 
were beginning a $100,000 gamble in which the stakes were 
rivers of black gold. 

About a hundred yards away the farm’s owner, fortyish 
beautician Mrs. Hattie Butler, straightened and curled a 
customer’s hair. As she perspired over a hot, butane gas 
stove she, too, was betting. The wager: that she would 

cemewws SOON Stow away her 
straightening combs 
and curling irons, re- 
tire on income from 
oil royalties. Odds 
favored her 3 to 1. For 
one thing, her land 
was part of an oil field 
which was not only 
the nation’s richest 
(production since 
1931: 41 billion barrels 
worth about $95 bil- 
lion), but also second 
in the world only to 
a recently-discovered 
Saudi Arabian tract. 
Although only one of 
every seven wildcat 
wells in the rest of the 
U. S. had paid off, 
every third well in the 
lucrative East Texas 
field had been a pro- 
ducer.

240-square-mile 
area embracing 
Longview, Kilgore, 
Jefferson and Mar- 
shall, has already 
brought wealth to 
a dozen Negroes in 
Lodi alone. Royal- 
ties have ranged 
from $100 to $7,500 
amonth. However, 
some of the well- 
to-do oilmen, fear- 
ing retribution 
from jealous 
whites, are tight- 
lipped about their 
wealth (lamented 
one: “They don’t 
want us to have At “Xmas Tree” valves which cap his 
nothing nohow”). well, Elbert Rambo reads oil flow gauge. 
But buxom, caramel-colored Mrs. Sally Williams Crawford, 
living on a 365-acre farm her father bought in 1901 for 
$1.50 an acre, proudly revealed she is worth nearly $250,- 
000. “Papa just figured on raising cotton, corn, peas and 
a few potatoes.” 

The first inkling that the land held oil came in 1955 
when geologists, using a seismograph “sensitive enough to 
record an earthquake or an ant’s footsteps,” exploded a 
dynamite charge on her property, measured shock waves 
bouncing back from subsurface limestone and predicted it 
contained oil. The mere prospect of a bonanza attracted 
Swarms of white buyers to Mrs. Crawford’s farm. 

She was feeding her chickens one morning when a car 
sped down the rutted road in front of her home pulling a 
cloud of red dust behind it. It stopped in her front yard

and a white man car- 
rying a briefcase 
ambled out. He tipped 
his hat politely, got 
right down to business 
and offered her $1,000 
an acre for the min- 
eral rights to her 
land. “He claimed the 
land was worthless,” 
said Mrs. Crawford. 
‘*‘So I asked him, 
‘What you want it for 
then?’ He got to talk- 
ing about his com- 
pany wanted to run 
some experiments or 
something. I told him 
I wasn’t interested. So 
he left in a huff.” 
Later, Mrs. Craw- 
ford leased 190 acres 
to another visitor for 
$20,000 over a five- 
year period, because 
“TI had nothing to 
lose.” By April, 1956, 
drillers had brought 
in two wells (monthly 
royalties about $500), 
laid plans for several 
more. Chortled Mrs.

going to build the finest house in Texas.” 

For others the future is not nearly so bright. Auto me- 
chanic Carl Lee Lewis has four wells on his land. But his 
royalties, already totaling $15,000, are being held by a 
bank pending settlement of a suit filed against him by a 
white neighbor. The neighbor claims one of the wells was 
actually drilled on his land. 

Some unschooled and unsuspecting Negroes, dealing 
with smooth-talking, unscrupulous whites, have sold their 
mineral rights, often for whatever amount would clear 
their debts. Farmer Gus Young, 64, for example, has had 
three oil wells on his 140 acres for almost a year. But, as 
he puts it, they bring him “not nary a quarter.” He had 
sold his mineral rights in 1937 for $15 an acre to pay off an 
$1,800 debt. He explained: “Times were hard. A dollar was 
a dollar back then.” 

But neighboring farmer, Elbert Rambo, 77, stubbornly 
rode out the Depression, refused to sell. Today he has one 
oil well on his farm, three more slated for drilling. With 
$225 monthly royalties (he is paid for every eighth barrel)

he has been able to spend nearly $4,00 
remodeling his house. But said he: “If 
I become a millionaire, it wouldnt 
make any difference. I’m too old for 
money to shock me. It pays to be just 
yourself and not try to be tall hog at 
the trough.” 

Different notions came from cigar- 
smoking Joe Jordan, 42, who had also 
leased land to an oil company. Even 
though there may not be any drilling 


on his property until 1961, Jordan was excited because 
new wells have been coming in all around him almost 
every week. Said he: “When they get to me, I’m going 
to take the money and buy me a bunch of big buildings 


in Chicago.”

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DO PETITE MODELS HAVE A CHANCE? 
TALL GIRLS OFTEN PREFERRED, 





Since the first long-stemmed model made an appear- 
ance in New York City over 30 years ago, model agents 
have, in general, quickly sized up applicants for height 
before bothering even to note other classic measure. 
ments that are vital to an appealing figure. 

Because most designers create clothes in size 12 
and 14, petite sizes in five or seven, which the four- 
feet, 10-inch to five-feet, one or two-inch model wears, 
are considered much too fussy. As a result, many 
agents sigh sympathetically, but give a firm “we have 
no openings” answer to the petite applicant. 

Where, then, if at all, is there a place for the tiny 
girl in modeling? 

John Robert Powers, the most famous of all the 
“brokers in beauty” explains that “on an average, 
fashion models should be from five-feet, six-inches to 
five-feet 10-inches, with heels. 

“In the vast majority of cases, height is essential 
because the tall, slight figure compliments the lines of 
clothes and makes them more effective. A shorter 
girl has a ‘stubby’ effect in photography and cannot 
display clothes to the best advantage. The only excep- 
tion is in modeling junior miss clothes.” 

Though jobs for Negroes—tiny or willowy—are be- 
coming more abundant, few depend on posing alone 
to buy the groceries, for the day has not arrived when 
a girl can make a full-time living at modeling. 

But in sharp contrast to the dreary picture painted 
by Powers, Betty Jordan, publicity director for the 
Patricia Stevens Modeling Agency in Chicago, thinks 
the petite girl “definitely does have a chance.” She 
admits her fields “would be limited to showing off 
junior sizes and photographic modeling” but thinks 
they are “better adaptable for appliances as they

compliment rather than detract as a taller girl might.” 

On the other hand, Allan Krasnow, director of New 
York’s Barbigan School of Modeling always “discour- 
ages the girl who is less than five-feet, five-inches in 
high heels. If she is interested in modeling to earn 
her livelihood, chances of getting enough work are 
very slim,” he says. 

Still, some 10,000 Negro girls of all sizes try to be- 
come models each year, with only about one per cent 
succeeding. 

One of these is Audrey 
Jacobs (see cover), 22, an 
impish cutie from St. 
Albans, N. Y., who is 
helping disprove the 
| theory that to be suc- 
| cessful, a model must be 
statuesque. Weighing in 
at only 98 pounds, four- 
feet, 11-inch Audrey has 
already caught the eye 
of many photographers.

Geither Horn said sheriff’s officers 
took him out of jail on several night trips to a cemetery, 
where he was shown an open grave and told he would 
be buried alive if he did not confess.
